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LATE  CABLES... 


Argentina  official  forecast  of  1936-37  cotton 
production  placed  at  244,000  bales  of  478  pounds  each 
from  713,000  acres.  No  estimate  received  at  this  time 
last  year.  The  final  estimate  for  1935-36  was  373,000 
bales  from  763,000  acres.  (Agricultural  Attache  Paul 
0.  Nyhus,  Buenos  Aires.) 

London  v/ool  sales,  third  series  for  1937,  closed 
May  6  with  general  tone  of  market  uncertain.  Prices  of 
greasy  and  scoured  merinos  were  on  a  par  with  those  at 
closing  of  preceding  series  on  March  12.  Fine  greasy 
crossbreds  were  5  percent  higher,  medium  greasy  cross- 
breds  7.5  to'  10 '  percent  higher,  and  low  greasy  cross- 
breds 10  percent  higher,  while  all  scoured  crossbreds 
were  5  percent  higher.  All  lamb's  wool  slips  were  5 
percent  lower,  but  fine  sheep's  slips  were  5  percent 
higher  and  medium  and  low  sheep's  slips  10  percent 
higher.  The  chief  buyers  were  from  Yorkshire,  Alsace, 
Belgium,  the  Netherlands,  and  Austria.  (Agricultural 
Attache  C.  C.  Taylor,  London.) 
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FRUITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  FJTS 

Imports  of  oranges  into  the  United  Kingdom  decline  in  1936 

Imports  of  oranges  into  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  15,251,000 
boxes  (of  70  pounds)  in  1936  compared  with  16,488,000  boxes  in  1935  and 
18,488,000  boxes  in  the  record  year  of  1933,  according  to  the  Fruit  Intel- 
ligence Notes  of  the  British  Imperial  Economic  Committee.     Spain,  Palestine, 
South  Africa,  and  Brazil  were  the  chief  sources  of  supply.     Imports  from 
the  United  States  amounted  to  715,000  boxes  compared  with  1,835,000  boxes 
in  1935. 

The  source  of  orange  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  has  altered 
considerably  in  the  past  28  years.    From  1909  to  1923  almost  90  percent 
of  the  imports  of  oranges  were  received  from  Spain.     In  the  next  5  years, 
1924-1928,  imports  began  to  arrive  in  volume  from  South  Africa  and  Palestine 
Brazil  and  the  United  States  were  added  as  important  sources  of  supply  in 
the  5-year  period,   1929-1933.     The  total  imports  of  oranges  in  the  5-year 
period  1909-1913  amounted  to  9,059,000  boxes  against  16,243,000  boxes  in  the 
5-year  period  1929-1933. 

Large  exports  of  blueberries  from  Newfoundland  expected 

Present  indications  point  to  larger  exports  of  blueberries  from 
Newfoundland  in  1937-38,  according  to  a  report  from  Consul  General  Harold 
B.  Quarton  at  St.  John's.     The  quantity  harvested  depends  chiefly  on  the 
weather  during  the  picking  season,  the  availability  of  labor,  and  the 
price  of  blueberries  in  the  United  States.     Exports  of  blueberries  were 
valued  at  $223,230  in  1936  against  $201,410  in  1935.     Most  of  the  exports 
go  to  the  United  States  in  the  form  of  frozen  berries. 

Spanish  pickled  olive  crop  abnormally  small 

It  is  estimated  that  13,000  short  tons  of  Queens  and  Manzanillas 
were  processed  from  the  1936  Seville,   Spain,   olive  crop,  according  to  a 
report  from  Agricultural  Attache,  N.  I.  Nielsen,  at  Paris.     This  is  equiva- 
lent to  only  41  percent  of  the  1935  output  of  32,000  tons  and  37  percent 
of  the  6-year  average,  1929-1934,  of  34,000  tons.     It  is  also  believed  that 
the  quality  of  the  new  fruit  is  much  below  average.     Moreover,   on  January  1, 
1937,  old  crop  stocks  were  very  small  and  it  is  apparent  that  total  sup- 
plies for  the  current  year  will  be  unusually  light. 

The  1936  crop  of  Queens  was  not  only  short  but  the  quality  of  the 
fruit  was  poor.     Although  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  the  usual 
survey,  because  of  existing  civil  war  conditions  in  Spain,  it  is  believed 
that  about  5,500  tons  of  Queens  were  pickled  as  compared  with  an  estimate 
of  13,000  tons  from  the  1935  crop  and  a  6-year  average  of  19,050  tons. 
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The  United  States  normally  takes  the  "bulk  of  the  Spanish  Queen  olive 
exports  and  in  recent  years  the  annual  imports  averaged  about  11,000  tons. 
For  1937,  however,  it  is  not  "believed  that  the  total  Spanish  supplies  will 
exceed  6,500  tons,   of  which  5,500  tons  represent  the  quantity  processed 
from  the  1936  crop  and  1,000  tons  are  made  up  from  old  crop  stocks  on  hand 
on  January  1,   1937.     Moreover,   not  all  the  supplies  are  suitable  for  ex- 
port, and"  there  will  "be  a  scarcity  of  Queens  for  the  American  market.  This 
is  reflected  in  the  prices,  which  are  now  about  double  those  of  a  y^ar  ago. 

Although  the  crop  of  Manzanillas  also  was  short,   it  was  a  little 
better  than  that  of  Queens.     It  is  now  believed  that  a  total  of  about 
7,500  tons  were  processed  from  the  1935  crop  as  compared  with  19,000  tons 
pickled  from  the  1935  crop  and  a  6-year  average  of  15,750  tons.    With  old- 
crop  stocks  very  light  on  January  1,  1937,   and  a  small  quantity  processed 
from  the  1936  crop,  it  is  certain  that  supplies  for  1937  will  be  small  and 
much  below  normal  trade  requirements.     As  in  the  case  of  Queens,  this  al- 
so has  been  reflected  in  a  very  substantial  increase  in  prices.

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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DURING  MARCH 

After  being  adjusted  for  seasonal  variation,  the  volume  index  of 
farm  products  exported  from  the  United  States  during  March  1937  stood  at 
57  percent  of  the  pre-war  average.     This  was  the  largest  monthly  index 
since  November,  and  it  exceeded  the  March  indexes  of  the  2  preceding  years. 

The  index  for  cotton  was  77.     This  was  the  highest  monthly  index 
since  October  1936,  and  a  considerable  increase  over  March  1935  and  1936, 
when  the  indexes  stood  at  53  and  64,  respectively. 

Exports  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  dropped  to  88  percent  of  the 
pre-war  level,  which  was  considerably  under  any  other  March  index  of  the 
post-war  period. 

Following  a  temporary  improvement  in  February,'  exports  of  fruits 
again  took  a  downward  turn.     The  index  of  177  was  the  lowest  March  index 
since  1930. 

VTheat  and  flour  with  an  index  of  23  duplicated  that  for  February 
which  was  the  highest  monthly  index  since  August  1934.     American  pork  and 
lard  exports  continued  at  a  very  low  level,   the  indexes  amounting  to  11 
and  16,  respectively.   

Accumulations  -  July-March 

In  the  9  months  ended  March  31,  1937,   exports  of  farm  products'  were 
valued  at  $595,464,000..  This  was  a  decrease  of  7  percent  in  comparison  with 
the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago  when  the  value  stood  -at  $637,719,000. 
Volume  exports  fell  from  an  index  of  62  in  1935-36  to -56  so  far  this  season, 
representing  a  decline  of  10  percent.  •  •  ■ 

Cotton  constituted  52  percent  of  all  agricultural  exports  .  From 
July  1,  1936,  to  March  31,   1937,  the  United  States  exported  4,758^000  bales 
valued  at  $306,623,000  as  against  5,351,000  bales  with  a  value  of  .$328,277,000 
a  year  earlier.    Due  to  somewhat  higher  prices  the  decline  in  volume  was 
11  percent  while  the  decrease  in  value  was  only  7  percent.     Japan,  our  heaviest 
purchaser,  took  1,31.1,000  bales  which  about  eo^alled  those  of  last  season,  but 
sales  to  Germany,   the  United  Kingdom,  Spain,  a.nd  Foland  fell  off  heavily. 

Exports  of  leaf  tobacco  amounted  to  321,060,000  pounds,  whereas  in 
the  9  months  ended  March  31  last  season  they  stood,  at  356,996,000  pounds. 
Flue-cured  leaf,  which  makes  up  more  than  80  percent  of  all  leaf  tobacco 
exported,   suffered  the  greatest  decline.     The  United  Kingdom  and  China,  the 
most  important ' outlets ,  greatly  reduced  their  purchases  during  February  and 
March.    Foreign  countries  also  have  taken  less  dark-fired  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee.  . 
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Fruits  made  a  poor  showing.    All  kinds  with  the  exception  of  fresh 
pears  shared  in  a  general  decline.    Exports  of  fresh  pears  rose  from 
122,884,000  pounds  in  July-March  1935-36  to  130,354,000  pounds  so  far 
this  season.-    A  comparatively  short  crop  in  eastern  United  States  con- 
tributed to  greatly  reduced  exports  of  "both  "barreled  and  "basketed  apples. 
Exports  of  dried  prunes  also  dropped  off  sharply. 

The.  United  States  exported  more  fresh  pork,  bacon,  pickled  and 
canned  pork  than  in  the  same  9  months  of  1935-36  "but  these,  gains  in  ex- 
ports of  pork  were  more  than  offset  "by  the  decline  in  exports  of :  hams, 
shoulders,  and  sides.     Exports  of  lard  were  moderately  larger,  as.  were 
exports  of  "beef  and  canned  sausage.     In  the  case  of  exports  of  other.  . 
meats  and  animal  oils  the  gains  and  losses  wire  about  evenly  "balanced. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  increased  from  11,589,000  "bushels  in 
1935-36  to  15,584,000  "bushels  so  far  this  sea.son,  a  gain  of  34  percent. 
The  larger  portion  of  the  flour  exported  consisted  of  flour  milled  from 
Canadian  grain. 

Exports  of  rice  were  less  than  one-half  the  volume  exported  a 
year  earlier . 

The  United  States  more  than  doubled  the  exports  of  pecans  as 
compared  with  the  same  9  months  of  1935-36,  and  exports  of  walnuts  ex- 
ceeded those  for  July-March  of  the  preceding  year.
